SKIM MILK CALF AH£AD. 


in Make Eeononilrnl Gain* In 


the Feed Lot. 


With the advent of the hand ccp 


arator the question is often asked as 
to the relative merits of skim milk 
from the creamery and from the hand 
separatcr. A test comparing the two 
was node at the Kansas agricultural 
station with thirteen calves. 
At first 


the calves showed a dislike to the odor 
•f the sterilized skiui milk, but they 
FOOU became accustomed to it and 
drank it readily. There was practical- 
ly no difference iu the gain made by 
the calves between the two classes of 
milk.

A skim milk calf 
becomes accustomed to eating grain 
and roughness early in life, becomes 
gentle, and when transferred to the 
feed lot is icady to make economical 
gains.

It will be seen that the skim milk 


calves made the best gains. The feed 
record shows that the skim milk calves 
produced 100 pounds of gain for 439 
pounds of grain, while the whole milk 
calves required 470 pounds of grain 
per 100 pounds of gain, and the calves 
running with the dams required 475 
pounds of grain per 100 pounds of 
gain.

This fortification was 
begun in 1S21, when Sweden had no 
coast defenses, and was originally in- 
tended to be the nation's last ditch in 
the event of invasion. 


Subsequently Karlsborg, 
left in an 


unfinished' state,

utilized as a 


training center, and it was only within 
the last three or four years that the 
order was given to complete the works

Polit.cia.ns may utter platitudes as-

commission by George Westinghouse, 
of the Westinghouse Electric company. 


Westinghotise, it is known, has a 


scheme to build electric railroads to 
parallel 
steam 
railroads 
wherever 


there is an apparent chance of profit- 
able competition. 


The belief is current that the main 


object of Westinghouse and those who 
are to be associated 
with him is to 


compel the railroads to buy the elec- 
tric roads in order that there may he 
no rate slashing. 


It is suspected that in some in- 


stances the railroads themselves will 
be parties to the scheme with a view 
to preventing the construction of elec- 
tric roads by unfriendly interests. 


Wallace is to be the head of the en- 


terprise, and in addition to a salary of 
$65,000 per annum, is promised oppor- 
tunities to obtain stockholdings and 
profits out ot the deals contemplated. 


It is sa'd Wallace believed when he 


left the Isthmus of Panama that the 
/President and Secretary Taft would in- 
crease his salary to the figure offered 
by Westinghouse, and that he would 
lie permitted to direct canal operations 
from this country. 


Secretary Taft had received some 


information of the general scheme and 
was piepared for Wallace when he ar- 
rived. >
